TRANSPORTATION OF EXPLOSIVES 
BY ROAD 


With the promulgation of the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations certain provisions 
of the Explosives Regulations (C.R.C., C. 599) 
respecting the transportation of explosives have 
come under the purview of the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations. 


The following summary prepared jointly by 
Transport Canada and Energy Mines and 
Resources provides general information on the 
transportation of explosives in quantities of 2000 
kg or less. For specific information, the 
Explosives Regulations and the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations (TDG) must be 
consulted. A Dangerous Goods Inspector or an 
Inspector of Explosives may also be consulted.

DRIVER 


1. The vehicle must be driven by a licensed driver, 18 
years of age or over, who possesses the operator's 
written authorization to transport explosives. 


The driver must be in possession of the provincial 
vehicle registration and is required under the TDG 
Regulations to have a certificate of training. 


2. Ifthe journey exceeds 10 hours, a second licensed 
driver, 18 years of age or over, must accompany the 
vehicle. 


3. The vehicle must never be left unattended. The 
operator must stay within a reasonable distance of 
the vehicle with an unobstructed view. 


4. Only those persons directly assigned to assist the 
driver are allowed to accompany the vehicle. 
Passengers as defined by the TDG Regulations are 
not allowed. 


5. The driver must be aware of and comply with 
pertinent provincial traffic laws. 


VEHICLE 


1. The vehicle must be suitable for carrying 
explosives. There must be no lights or heating 
system in the carrying box. 


2. A towed vehicle must not be used for explosives. 
However, a truck tractor with semi-trailer is 
acceptable. 


3. The carrying box must be fully enclosed and 
locked. 


4. Explosives must be protected from exposed iron or 
steel in the carrying box and from any hard loose 
objects which could become projectiles. 


5. No more than 75 kg of explosives may be carried 
in a passenger type vehicle such as a station wagon 
or automobile. 


FIRE PRECAUTIONS 


1. Flammable or compressed gases and flammable 
liquids must not be carried at the same time as 
explosives. 


2. A fire extinguisher, at least equivalent to a 5-B: C 
specification, must be carried on the vehicle and be 
readily available whenever transporting more than 
25 kg of explosives (this practice 1s recommended 
when carrying any quantity of explosives). 


3. Smoking is not allowed in or near the vehicle. 


4. Nomatches may be carried (except safety matches 
in the cab, if essential). 


5. The vehicle must not be driven past fires of any 
kind burning on or near the road unless the drivel 
is certain that such passing can be made safely. 
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INSPECTION 


To ensure sound mechanical condition the vehicle 
must be inspected daily before loading the 
explosives. Particular attention should be paid to 
the exhaust system, electric wiring, fuel tank and 
feed lines, brakes and steering. The engine and 
chassis must be free from excess oil and grease. 
Any deficiencies must be corrected before loading. 


The fire extinguisher must be inspected daily to 
ensure it is full and in good working order. 


DOCUMENTATION 


The information required on a shipping document for 
road transportation of explosives must include: 


(i) the date; 
(ii) the name and address of the CONSIGNOR; 
(iii) the name of the INITIAL CARRIER; 


(iv) a description of the Explosives in the following 
order: 
(a) the shipping name 
(b) the primary classification including the 
compatibility group 
(c) the Product Identification Number preceded by 
the letters UN; 


(v) if the explosives are listed in Schedule XII of the 
TDG Regulations, the words Summary of 
Emergency Response Plan, the reference number 
of the plan and the telephone number to activate 
the plan; 


(vi) the total QUANTITY of the explosives; and 


(vii) special instructions if any. 
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/LOADING AND UNLOADING 


Explosives must not be moved unless proper 
arrangements have been made to safeguard the 
explosives at destination. 


The vehicle must be fully serviced (fuel, oil, air, 
etc.) before loading explosives. 


The brakes must be set during loading and 
unloading. 


The ignition must be OFF during loading and 
unloading except when operating a power take-off, 
or where extreme cold and wind conditions may 
make it difficult to restart the engine. 


Operators of factories and magazines must not 
allow loading of a vehicle which obviously violates 
any provision of the Regulations. 


LOAD 


1. The vehicle must not be overloaded - 80% of 
carrying capacity is the limit. 


2. Blasting explosives, detonating cords, and primers 
must not be transported in the same load as 
detonators (blasting caps) without a 15 cm partition 
of wood or equivalent protection separating them. 
Detonators must not exceed 2 500 in quantity. 


3. No other materials may be carried with explosives 
unless they are compatible with the explosives and 
properly separated from them (see Fire 
Precaution 1). Highway flares may be carried in a 
separate compartment or a substantial container. 


4. Badly damaged or deteriorated explosives must not 
be transported unless authorized by an inspector. 


WHILE UNDER WAY 


The rules of the road must be strictly observed. 


The appropriate Class 1 placard (orange) must be 
displayed when carrying more than 25 kg of 
explosives (recommended for any quantity 
transported on acontinuous basis). The Explosives 
Branch bulletin No. 26 should be consulted for 
assistance in placarding properly. It must NOT be 
displayed when no explosives are being carried. 


Maximum speed permitted is 90 km/h, weather and 
other driving conditions permitting. 


The vehicle must stop at all railway crossings 
unless they are protected by an automatic signal; 
however, some provincial regulations require a full 
stop at all railway crossings. 


The vehicle shall not be stopped unnecessarily or 
for a longer period than is reasonably required; 
stops where public safety would be endangered 
shall be avoided. 


Travel through built-up areas must be avoided 
wherever possible. 


ACCIDENTS, BREAKDOWNS OR FIRE 
For any quantity of Explosives

When an accident, breakdown or fire causes a 
delay in the delivery of explosives of Divisions 
1.1, 1.2, 1.3 and 1.4B, other than a delay due to a 
vehicle mechanical breakdown, or there is 
damage to the vehicle or the explosives, the 
person in charge of the consignment shall 
immediately notify 

(a) the local police and 

(b) the owner of the vehicle 


When all or part of the consignment has been 

misplaced, lost or stolen, the person in charge of 

the consignment must report the incident 

immediately 

(a) to the local police 

(b) to the owner of the vehicle and 

(c) within 30 days to the Director General, 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Directorate, 
Transport Canada, with the information required 
in Form 2, Schedule [X to the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations.
